Vines and Fig- trees, like 
Jeſhurun they waxed fat, and kicked againſt a Di- 
vine Providence, forgot God their, Saviour and, 
Deliverer. In Times of Peace and Plenty, the, 
Jews were preſently addicted to the Idolatries of 
thoſe Neighbouring, Nations that liv'd.: round 
about them: Then God permitted them to be 
plagued with cruel Wars, ich Exmine, wich Pe- 
ſtilence, and very, often they were carried into 
Captivities, and thoſe that hated them, were Lords

jn the Chapter forcgoing my Text, the Sacred 
Story gives us an Account of Two Famous Per- 
ſons, which were the Eminent Deliverers of the 
ſeuiſh State; The Firſt was Deborah, who was a 
Propheteſs , whom the People of {/rael, under 
their mighty Difficulties were wont to conſult as 
an Oracle, and -ſhe'” refolv'd the Difficulties 
brought to her: This Deborah was alſo at that 
time a Judge in Iſrael, as the Text tells us, and 
lo ſhe had the chief Commanding) Power, and 
was therein a Perſon qualified for ſo bold and 
daring an Attempt, as was that of effecting 
I/rael's Deliverance. The other Perſon concern d 
to redeem Iſrael from Oppreſſion and Slavery, was 
the Brave Barak the Son of | Abinoam; who acted as 
General of the Forces under the Glorious Deborab, 
the Judge of !Nraakty tithe lth) inc nate e uh 
The Text obſerves to us, That at this Time 
God hadi ſold the People of Iſrael into the Hand 
of Jabin the King of (Canaan: Now this Jabin was 
Neighbouring King, a Cruel Man, and à great 
Oppreſſor: His Subjects were Canaanites, who im 
ome Men's eſteem were reckon d a curſed People, 
2 that they deſeended from the Ancient Cham the 
B Son 
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Son of Noah, who was curſed for diſcovering his Pa- 
ther's Nakedneſs. And indeed we cannot doubt 

of Tſrael's Oppreſſion, when they were under ſuch 

a King as Jabin was, and when theſe Canaanitiſh 
Subjects were Maſters and Lords over them. Fur. 
ther, I cannot but obſerve that the Text is altoge. 
ther ſilent of King Jabin's Bravery or Courage; 
the Text takes not a word of notice of his Perſo- 
nal Gallantry, or Feats of War : The Text indeed. 
tells us of Jabin's Numerous Hoſt, of his People 

of War, and that he had particularly Nine hun- 
dred Chariots of Iron, and that for Twenty Years 
together he mightily oppreſs d the Children of 
Hrael. So far is the Text from taking notice of

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Barak, the Son of Abinoam, to be her General: 
And ar the Sixth Verſe; Deborah thus ſpeaks unto 
him; Hath not the Lord God of Iſrael commanded, 
ſaying, Go and draw towards Mount Tabor, and take 
with thee ten thouſand men, and I will bring Siſera, 
that is, God will ſo order it, that Siſera, King Ja- 
bin's General, and the Captain of his Army, he 
ſhall meer Barak, upon the Banks of the River 
Kiſhon ; and there God ſhall deliver Siſera, the Ge- 
neral of Jabin's Army, with his Nine hundred Cha- 
riots of Iron, and with all the Multicudes of his 


Hoſt, into thine hand. And at the 21/t-Verſe the 


Text tells us, That the River Kiſhon ſwept them 
ay; that is, a great many of Jabin's Army pe- 

riſhed in that ancient river, the river Riſhon. 

And now [| believe I need not trouble you with 
explaining Names, to ſhew the Agreeableneſs 
which my Text has with almoſt every Particular of 
this Day's ſurprizing Deliverance. I need not tell 
you who the Pious and Glorious Deborah is, ho 
under God has been the Publick Saviour and De- 
lerer of our Iſrael. I need not tell you who the 
Brave and Valiant Barak, the Son of Abinoam, is, 


who with ſo much Glory and Conduct has fought 
our Battels. I need not travel far, to find out a . 


Neighbouring King, a Cowardly Jabin, that was ne- 
B 2 ver 
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ver Maſter of either Perſonal Valour or Merit. 
I need not, T0 far to find out a Great and Mighty 
Oppreſſor, One that has ſacrific d ſo many of the 
Countries and Liberties. of Europe to his boundleſ 
Ambition and Revenge. I need not tell you whoſe 
Armies and Chariots were lately vanquiſh'd and 
bafffd upon the Banks.of our famous German Ki- 
ſhon, and how many of his beſt Troops have pe- 
riſh'd in thoſe Silver Streams: And you will not 
want an Oedipus. to unriddle Siſeras Name, the 
Famous Captain of Jabin's Army: Such are the 
fair and bright Characters in which the Glorious 
Deliverances of this Day are written. 

But I muſt confeſs theres this difference betwixt 
the Ancient Deborah and ours, betwixt Hrael's De- 
liverance, and that which we now commemorate : 
For the Scripture Deborah ſhe only deliver d her 
own People; her Deliverance extended no further 
than the narrow Confines of Iſrael: Whereas our 
Glorious Deliverer has not only, under God, reſcu d 
her own Nations and People from the Hand of 7a- 
bin, but has alſo reſcu d the Mighty Empire of Ger. 
manyfrom, cruel Fetters and Chains; has reſtor d 
many languiſhing States and Principalities to their 
Ancient Rights and Liberties; and even many 
Kingdoms. and Republicks may now rejoice un- 
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der the Shadows of our Deliverers Lawrels, and 
may be ſafe and happy under Her kind Influen- 
ces and Protection. 7 

Again, That I may do Juſtice alſo to our Brave 
and Valiant - Barak, I mult likewiſe obſerve one 
Difference between Him, and what the Sacred Sto- 
ry records ; the Ancient Barak deſtroy d his Ten 
Thouſand, but our Barak, our Glorious Captain 
and Hero, has taken, wounded, and deſtroy d his 
Forty. Thouſand... And tho the Ancient Siſera, tho 
7abin's General fled. from the Field of Bartel, and 
was ignominiouſly ſlain by a Woman, by the Hand 
of Jael the Wife of Heber; I ſhall only remark this 
difference, That the preſent Siſera, the. now Gene- 


ral of Jabin's Army, inſtead. of an Ignominious 


Death, is taken Priſoner of War, and his Life is gi- 
ven unto. him: And tho anciently Priſonets were 
chain d to the Wheels of the Victor's Chariot, yer; 
e great Humanity of our Barak, permits his Pri- 
oner Siſera the Fa vour and Honour of Riding in 
1is own Chariot with him. . 
Thus have I endeayourd. to ſhew you the: 
Agrzeableneſs between Ours and Vraels Delive- 
7ance, and how ſweetly the Sacred Story ecchoes 
forth all thole remarkable Circumſtances which we 
dis Day moſt thankfully commemorate. 


Iiſhall! 
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I ſhall now paſs on to conſider the Words of my 
Text; Awake, awake Deborah : awake, awake, utter 
a ſong : Ariſe Barak, and lead thy captivity captive, 
thou ſon of Abinoam. 

Theſe Words are the Direction of the Spirit of 
God to Deborah, commanding her to awake, that 
is, to exert and pur forth her ſelf, by uttering a

Barak, and utter a ſong of thanksgiving, thou ſon of 
Abinoam ! Let all the Tribes of Iſrael now rejoice, 
and let all the Daughters of Mufick be glad : Bring 
hither the Timbrels, with the Harp*and the merry 
Lute ; and ler the whole Congregation ſing an 
Anthem of Praiſe and Thankſgiving to God their 
Saviour, and their mighty Deliverer.

And now from theſe Words of my Text thus 
explain d, ſince we have the ſame Ground of |

undertaken the, Cauſe of his- Church, and our Ho- 
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ly Religion; ſince God himſelf is the mighty Sa— 
viour and Protector of our Sion; ſince he has 
fought our Battels, and bleſſed us with the com- 
pleateſt Victory and Succeſs: Nay, ſince the Hand 


of God is fo very viſible in our Deliverance, that 4 
were it poſſible with theſe mortal Eyes to fee an led, 
Almighty Power ſeated on the Battlements of Heaven, fortl 
and there giving forth an Almighty Fiat for the leav 
Overthrow and Deſtruction of our Enemies, even bats 
all this could not give us a greater Aſſurance than Day 
we now already have, That tis Thou, O God, er 
that haſt fought for us: How therefore can the Te 1

ders above be now ſilent? No certainly, they muſt Will P**

of that Religion which our Enemies practiſe and 
profeſs If both Religions are caſt into the Scales, 
tis very eaſy to tell on what fide the Balance muſt 
turn. 

And here, to the Eternal Glory of our Mother 
the Church of England, whoſe Happy Sons and 
Daughters we are, that we now live within her 
Communion, and are nouriſhed and cheriſhed by 
her Embraces; happy certainly and bleſſed mui 
this Pious Parent be, who is truly Primitive, Ca- 
tholick, and Apoſtolical in all her Doctrines; 
who miniſters no other Milk to her Children, who 
preaches and delivers no one fingle Doctrine or 
Article of Faith, but what Chriſt and his Apoſtles 
have deliver'd to the World : Alſo whoſe Prayers, 
Liturgy, and Service, are all Grave, Manly, and 
Decent, comporting ſo nearly and lively with 
the Uſages and Practices of the Firſt.
